AIcKean County Court Declares Law TJa- 


conitltutlonaL 


Judge Bouton of the courts of Mc- 


Kean county his declared the Sproule- 
Eoberts 86,000,000 Good Kosds law to 
be unconstitutional. 
The decision was 


rendered on the petition of the tax- 
payers of one of the townships to 
order an election on the question of 
changing the system of taxat'oifrom 
a working tax to a cash tax as pro- 
vided by the law. Judge BcutcndoDS 
not hold that the legislature cannot 
take the right to work out road taxes 
from the people, but it must be done 
by direct legislation, net by the votes 
of the people. 
Commenting on the 


matter he said: "It is too plain for 
argument that the legislature cannot 
sty that in the township of Foster all 
Uses for road purposes shall be paid 
in cash, and leave !h3 other townships, 
or another of them, under a law giv- 
ing taxpayers the right to work out 
their taxes. Another reason is that, 
since the change from a working tax 
to a cash tax is to be made by the 
voters, this law delegates to them the 
law-making power, which is clearly 
against the Constitution "

HABBIBBUEG, January 24.—The firs' 


metsure to pass the senate successful 
ly was the Philadelphia Ripper Repeal 
er. It passed the final reading yester 
day by a vote of 41 to 0. There is prac- 
tically no opposition to the Repealer 
in the house and it is expected to pass 
in a few days. At the beginning of 
this week's session resolutions were 
passed in both the senate and house 
appointing a committee of two from 
the senate and three from the house to 
confer with tha governor on important 
legislation. The committees were in- 
structed to suggest legislation for 
constitutional convention, the return oi 
the personal property and license tax 
to tha counties, to permit trolly com 
panies to carry freight, ballot reform 
and to so equalize the system of taxa- 
tion that individusl? and co-p orations 
will pay alike in proportion to the 
amount of taxable property they pos- 
sess. These are all important subjacts 
and vary popular, especially the legis- 
lation permitting trolly companies to 
carry freight. Within this week the 
committee will wait en the governor 
and then the public will know if the 
call will be further amended or not. 


A great surprise was given to the 


paople a few days ago in the house 
when the bill regulating the salaries 
of the secretary of the commonwealth 
and insurance commissioner was on 
S' cond reading. According to the bill 
the secretary of the commonwealth 
was to receive 810,000 and his salery 
was cut to 87,000 and all fees to be 
paid into the state treasury. Last 
year ths fees that went into Ilia pocket 
of the secrelary of the commonwealth 
amounted to approximately 820,000. 
The insurance commissioner, who was 
to receive a salary of 93,000 a year in- 
stead of fees aggregating nearly $30,- 
000 has his income per annum cut to 
30,000. 


Mr. Creasy, of Columbia, introduced 


a bill providing for a return to the 
counties of nine tenths of the personal 
property tax instead of three fourths 
as is done at present; also for the re- 
turn of liquor license money to the 
counties. A bill requiring a sworn 
statement to be filed of all money con- 
tributed by and for candidates for pub- 
lic office v>a9 introduced by Mr. Calpin, 
of Lack&wanna. 


The Geohring civil service bill which 


provides for civil service for all state 
offices is on second reading in the sen- 
ate. 


There seems to be considerable 


trouble to confine legislation and reso- 
lutions within the call of the governor. 
If the fact that they can only act, at 
present, within the ten measures sug- 
gested by the governor would be clear- 
ly impressed on the minds of all the 
legislators the session would" be'sKort- 
er and more real business would be 
transacted each day. 


It is generally supposed that the 


fights of the tessiou will be on the sen- 
atorial and legislative apportionment 
blUs and the Greater Pittsburg bill. 
Outs'de of these three bills there 
doesn't seem to be any objection to the 
bills offered. 
All of the measures 


suggested by the governor have been 
offersd in various bills and some are 
through committee. 


Taken a1 together the legislature has 


transacted considerable business in the 
short time it has been in session and is 
destined to be one cf the best sessions 
held in Pennsylvania for many years.

Attracted General Attention—Some 
of the Difficult Tents Through Which 
Ther Pansca Snccemfnlly. 
George Parker Bidder was born in 


180G at Morton Hampstend, in Devon- 
shire, where his father carried on a 
(mall business as a stonemason. At the 
early age of four he showed a most ex- 
traordinary 
ability 
for calculation, 


which with slight assistance from an 
elder brother assumed quite phenom- 
enal proportions. His peculiar talents 
soon attracted general attention, and 
his father found it a much more prof- 
itable employment to carry his son 
about the country and exhibit him as 
the "calculating phenomenon" than fol- 
lowing his trade. 'In this way young 
Bidder visited mauy parts of England, 
astonishing the different people who 
came to question him by the wonder- 
ful rapidity with which he was able 
to answer, without external aid of any 
description, the most difficult ques- 
tions. Of these the following are a few 
of the most extraordinary examples: 
If a flea spring two feet and three 
inches in every hop, how many hops 
must it take to go around the world, 
the circumference being 23,020 miles, 
and how long would it be performing 
the journey, allowing it to take sixty 
hops every minute without Intermis- 
sion? Answer, 58,713,000 hops and 1 
year, 314 days, 13 hours and 20 min- 
utes. 


The following question was solved 


by him in forty seconds: Suppose the 
ball at the top' of St. Paul's cathedral 
to be six feet in diameter, what did 
the gilding cost at 3y2 pence per square 
Inch? Answer, £237 10s. Id. 


Tbe following In one minute and 


twenty seconds: Suppose a city to be il- 
luminated with 9,090 lamps, each lamp 
to consume one pint of oil every four 
hours In succession, how many gal- 
lons would they consume in forty 
'years? Answer, 109,489,050 gallons. 


Another curious question was: Sup- 


pose the earth to consist of 017,000,000 j 
inhabitants and suppose they die In 
thirty years and four months, how 
many have returned to dust since the 
time of Adam, computing It to be 5,850 
years? Multiply the answer by 09. 


During one of his exhibition tours, 


fortunately for the lad, his perform- 
ances attracted the attention of emi- 
nent scholars, who, after making In- 
quiries, subsequently undertook his 
education. 
He was attached to the 


ordnance survey foiyi short time and 
afterward was associated with Ste- 
phenson, the great engineer. 


Some years after he entered parlia- 


ment, and numerous stoiies are extant 
of his wonderful skill iii detecting a 
flaw In some elaborate sets of calcula- 
tions, whereby he was often enabled to 
upset an opponent's case, or at other 
times he would establish his own case 
by arguments based upon mathemat- 
ical data, possibly only at the moment 
placed before him.

Another of these extraordinary chil- 


dren, between whom and Bidder hon- 
ors were almost equally divided, was 
Zcreh Colburn, born at Cabot, Vt, Sept 
1, 1804. Signs of his wonderful power 
appeared at a very tender age. The 
discovery was accidentally made by 
his father, who was much surprised 
one day to hear him repeating the proel- 
uct of several numbers, although at the 
time he had received no other instruc- 
tion, than such as could be obtained at 
a small country school whose curricu- 
lum did not include writing or cipher- 
ing. He thereupon proposed a variety 
of arithmetical questions to his son, all 
of which the child answered with re- 
markable facility and correctness. 
At 


the age of eight the boy was able to 
solve most difficult questions by the 
mere operation of his mind. 
Many 


persons of tlie first eminence for their 
knowledge in mathematics made a 
point of seeing anil conversing with 
him, and they proposed to him a great 
variety of questions to test his mar- 
velous powers. Among them were the 
following: 


Give tlie square root of 09D.OD9. Aft- 


er hesitating a little he replied 999,099,- 
000,001 and observed that he produced 
this result by multiplying the square of 
37,037 by tho square of 27. He was 
then asked to multiply tlie answer 
twice by 49 and once by 25, a task 
which he accomplished successfully,

Origin of Bonflrcfl. 


Bonfires are a survival of tha rites
